A TERRIBLE DEED, 


The Scene of a Murderer’s Blieody Werk at 
Somerville, Mass, 


Bostoy, July 18.—A horrible tragedy was 
enacted in Somerville at an early hour this 
morning. The victins are Mre. Catherine 
Smith, aged 45, her gon, Thomas, aged 14, 
and the perpetrator of the terrible deed, 
Augustus Rosenberg, while two other chil- 
dren of Mrs. Smith were injured, one of whom 
willaie. The murderer has been living with 
Mrs. Smith for over a year as her husband,

Under the rules established fora few years 
past in this State there is no possibility that a 
requisition for the extradition of Sullivan can 
be made on the Governor of New York State 
while Sullivan is merely in transit through 
the State. The requisite papers could not be 
brought here by a Mississippi officer in time. 
If Sullivan were to settle down in New York 
State for a fortnight the case would be differ - 
ent; and if the Mississippi authorities met all 
the requisition rules of New York State, Sulli- 
van's extradition would be probable. 


Opinigh of New York Attorneys.

New TORK, July 13.—Should Sullivan come 
to this city and Gov. Lowry of Mississippi 
make a requisition on Gov. Hill, the big fel-

Assistant District Attorney Lindsey said yes- 
terday if arrested here Sullivan would have 
some difficulty in regaining his freedom.

Gen. Roger A. of, whose acquaintance 
with the law of Southern States entitles him 
to speak authoritatively, was asked yesterday 
by a reporter if Judge McAllister’s discharge 
of Sullivan was sound in law. He said it was 
not, as both the constitution and the act of 
Congress provided forthe interstate extradi- 
tion of persons charged with treason, feleny 
or other crimes, and as a misdemeanor was a 
crime, a person could be extradited for 
that. In his decision,’’ said the 
General, ‘‘the Tennessee Judge seemed to 
have applicd the rulesfof law regulating inter- 
national extradition, which were very differ- 
= from those governing interstate extradi- 

on.’

THAT RAILROAD TRUST. 


UR. M’COOK BACKED BY THE GREAT BANK- 
ING HOUSES. 


A New Significance Lent to the Circulars Re- 
cently Inssued—The Big Lines of the West 
Favor the Consolidat ion— Traln Bulletins 
at Stations—St. Louls Gets Low Rates to 
Iowa Potats—RBalilway Notes.

EW YORK, July 
N 13.—Talk of a big 
“railroad trust has 
been in the air for 
some time. Wall 
street has regarded 
itas a good thing 
to scoff at. These 
who think they are 
knowing ones—and 
they are as plenti 
- ful in the streets 
as complaints 
about the weather 
—have averred that 
such a thing was 


not probable, even in this era of trusts. But 
now the gossip takes a different character, 
and, while the whole matter isin an incipient 
state as yet, there is promise of developments 
which willgive an entirely new aspect to the 
railroad business in this country. 

Interest in the question has been quickened 
by a circular sent out by John J. McCook. He 
was the Secretary of the meetings of bankers 
and railroad managers at which the Interstate 
Railway Association was formed and at which 
the famous ‘‘agreement between gentlemen’’ 
was adopted. His circular was published in 
these dispatches yesterday. The factthat the 
bankers are behind this scheme gives ita 
greater significance. Wall street thought 
that the idea would not find a backing, but 
those who are supporting it now are able to 
put even suchamighty undertaking as this 
one through. There is a growing foeling 
among security holders that something should 
be done to make values more stable. 

Although Mr. McCook puts out his circular 
as a personal matter, itis positively known 
that hia scheme has the backing of three of 
the largest banking houses in the couotry— 
Drexel, Morgan & Co.; Brown Bros. & Co., 
and Kidder, Peabody & Co. 

The idea is to centralize the power and cut 
off ruinous competition. Then, too, they re- 
gard it as a means by which economies should 
be practiced and the money returned to the 
shareholders materially increased. The con- 
duct of certain of the granger roads whose 
policies have led to the demoralization of 


rates and the misfortune of tue stockholders, 
it is claimed could be checked, and piratical 
methods could be done away with, It was 
learned yesterday from a banker of promi- 
nence that most of the great roads in the 
West, including the Unien Pacific, would fa- 
vor such a scheme as the bankers are foster- 
ing, and that the Gould and Vanderbilt inter- 
ests would look at it in the same light.

Argumenton the Motion to Commit Police

The case of the tin horse gamblers against 
J. H. Overall, Vice-President of the Police 
Board, Chief Huebler and Capt. Joyce came 
up In Judge Withrow’s division of the Circuit 
Court at 12:30 o’clock to-day. The 
attorneys in the case wrangled for 
an bour over the effect of the 


return made by the authorities to the order of 
the court, citing them to appear and show 
cause why they should not be committed for 
contempt for refusing to obey the orders of 
the court and refusing to turn over the tin 
horses to the gamblers who applied for them. 

When the court took up the case the return 
of John H. Overall, the Acting President of the 
Police Board, was submitted. It was made 
under oath, and stated that the Acting Presi- 
dent’s warrant nad been issued for the arrest 
of the gamblers and the retention of the prop- 
erty, and the warrant directed that the prop- 
erty be taken and held forthe Court of Crim- 
inal Correction.

owry wasa gambier who operated a room 
here prior to 1875 and under a warrant issued 
by C. C. Rainwater, then acting president, his

IN ENGLISH HANDS, 


The Otis Iron & Steel Co. Sold toa Foreign 
Syndicate. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 13.—The Otis Iron & 
Steel Co., the greatest manufacturing concern 
of the kind in Cleveland, has been sold to an 
English syndicate for $4,500,000. Negotiations 
leading up to the sale have been going on for 
several months and have just been com- 
pieted. The sale was made through President 
Charles A. Otis and Treasurer Thomas Jop- 


ling, who went to London last February and 
returned with representatives of the English 
capitalists who will float the securities of 
the new company on the English market. The 
affairs of the company will forthe present be 
conducted by the old management. The se- 
curities ofthe new company will consist of 
$1,500,000 of 6 per cent debenture bonds, 51,500, 
000 of 8 percent preferred shares, and $1,509,- 
000 common shares. The plant has been em- 
ploying more than 1,000 men for sometime 
past, and its usefulness has been widening 
sincethe erection of the first meiting house. 
Its boiler plate is required in specifications 
everywhere, and the general steel output is 
ofthe highest order. Everything iu the way 
of locomotive steel, boiler plate and ship 
plate is looked upon as standard. 


The News Abroad. 


LONDON, July 18.—The Otis Steel Co. of 
Cleveland, O., has been formed into an En- 
glish company with a capital of £900,000. The 
new company has issued shares, which have 


been offered tothe public through the trus- 
tees, executors and securities insurance cor- 
poration. The issue is divided into £300,000 
first mortgage debentures, £300,000 8-per- 
cents and £300,000 ordinary. 


BOTH CAN OCCUPY IT, 


Judge Withrow’s Decision in the Contest 
Over Hall Street. 


Judge Withrow handed down his decision in 
the case ofthe St. Louis Transfer Railway Co. 
against the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge & 
Terminal Railway Co., dissolving the tem- 
porary injunction granted against the defena- 
ants. It will be remembered that both the 


companies have the right to lay tracks 
on Hall street, but e is claimed 
that the defendant has forfeited certain of its 
rights and the defendants claimed that the 
plaintiff had allowed some of its orivileges to 
slipaway. The plaintiff has some tracks on 
Hall street and when the defendant began 
building the injunction proceedings were be- 
gun. The taking of testimony occupied nearly 
allof two weeks, and the case was then sub- 
mitted tothe judge. 

Judge Withrow handed down an opinion of 
some length, in which he sifts and analyzes 
the evidence and finally comes to the con- 
clusion that there is no reason why a double 
track might not be operated on Hall street 
without interfering with anyof the unfor- 
feited rights of either party, and he therefore 
dissolves the injunction and dismisses the 
bill. The work ot building the Merchants’ 
Terminal tracks will, no doubt, go on now 
without delay.

MUST FILE A NEW BOND. 


ACTING MAYOR WALBRIDGF ON THE PEO- 
PLE’S ROAD TROUBLE. 


The Old Bond Is Out of Existence and No 
Work Can Be Done Until a New One Is 
Provided—Mr. Walbridge Defines His 
Position—An East End Project—Munici- 


HE People’s Railway is 
not working on its cable 
line to-day and proba- 
bly will be at a stand- 
still for several gays yet. 
The Acting Mayor stands 
firm on his original de- 
cision not to allow any 
work tobe done unless 
the specifications of the 
ordinance are complied 
with. Mr. Green, the 
President of the road, 
on the other hand, 

claims that his bond is in the hands of the 
city and that he will not file a 
new one. The bond Mr. Green has 
reference to was submitted to the Mayor and 
the Council in February, the Mayor approved 
It and it rested in the Council until April, 
when that body passed an amended ordi- 
nance,and at the same time ordered the bond, 
on the original ordinance, to be filed. The 
bond was filed, but in the meantime the 
amended ordinance was vetoed by the Mayor 
and the original ordinance still was in effect. 
The bond, however, having been filed was 
kizled, and upon the reorganization of the 
Council it was canceled and destroyed. It is 
on this point that Acting Mayor 
Walbridge and City Counselor Bell hold that 
they cannot allow the work tocontinue. Mr. 
Walbridge sald this morning: As long a8 1 
am acting in the capacity of Mayor! will not 
allow the work on the road to be continued 
until Mr. Green files his bond, as he can do 
without difficulty. His first bond was can- 
celed, and that point is settled beyond dis- 
pute. Tneterms of the ordinance are plain, 
andI findit my duty to hold the railroad 
company toit, even while lam assured that 
my action is causing a great deal of 


inconvenience tothe public and while Iam 
taking a position which looks as if I was op- 
posed to progress and improvement.“ 
City Counselor Bell said that he did not see 
y way toa settlement, save by the filing of 
the required bond. 


A New Wharf Project. 


Harbor and Wharf Commissioner Murphy 
has just finished drawing up the esti- 
mates on a wharf project suggested 
by members of the East End Im- 
provement Co. and indorsed by many 


interested in the welfare of that portion of the 
city. Mr. Murphy, in explaining what the 
plan was, said: ‘‘Theideaisto build up the 
Levee from Biddle street to Arsenal street, 80 
that along the river bank there will be a sheer 
perpendicular wall, much after the pattern of 
ocean piers. To do this it would be 8 
to commence at a line just about even wit 
the store fronts along the river and 
fill out to a level from there. This 
level would have to be put above or at high 
water mark. By this means the long, steep 
slope from the roadway on the west of the 
Levee to the river would be done away with. 
In other words the bank where it meets the 
water would be between thirteen and fifteen 
feet higher than it is now. 

‘*I for my part cannot see the object ot this, 
laying aside the fact that it is too 
costly to be done. In the first place 
boats cannot unload up against 
a sheer wall fifteen or twenty feet high with 
anything like the facility afforded by a float- 
ing wharf, as now exists. Then the final ar- 
gpument againstthe plan is that the benefit 
will not warrant the cost. It would, of course, 
ufford the railroads a nice place for tracks, 
but they will not pay to have it done. 

‘*I figure that a stoneretaining wall, with 
the proper backing, filling and paving, 
wiil cost about $2,500,000 and the same thin 
made cheaper with piles and poorer materia 
at $1,500,000. The plan has several supporters, 
however, who are engineers, but I don’t think 
it will ever be attempted.’’ 


A Tour of Inspection. 


The Electric Committee of the Board of 
Public Improvements took atrip around to 
the various bulidings being put 
up by companies holding contracts 
for city lighting. The prevailing opinion of 
the members of the board is that the work is 
progressing very slowly, and that the five and 
a halt months still remaining, in whico time 
the work must be done, will not be lon 
enough unless the work is actively — 
from now on.

RAILROADS IN STREETS. 

A fight between the Reading and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Companies in re- 
gard to municipal concessions of terminal 
facilities has brought out the fact that un- 
der their charters and under the more re- 
cently adopted Constitution of Pennsyl- 
vania, either of those companies has the 
right to build and operate a steam rail- 
road anywhere through the city of Phila- 
delphia without municipal consent. No 
‘‘snot in Philadelphia,“ says the Record, 
eis sacred against railroad encroachment 
if Mr. Corbin or Mr. Roberts so decree. 
„They can brauch out everywhere, and 
‘‘a big city lies helpless at their feet.” 

In Missouri, as in Pennsylvania, the 
State Legislature is prohibited by the 
Constitution from granting the right to 
construct without municipal consent any 
street railroad within any city, town or 
village. But the Constitutions of both 
States contain the identical provision 
that ‘‘Any railroad corporation organized 
„for the purpose shall have the right to 
‘‘construct and operate a railroad be- 
‘‘tween any points within the State.“ It 
follows that any steam railroad company 
organized for the purpose, and authorized 
by statute, can lay its track along any 
highway or in the streets of any city on 
its line without municipal consent, being 
responsible only for damages. 

As the right of the Reading and Penn- 
sylvania companies to do this under their 
charters and the existing laws of Penn- 
sylvania has been affirmed by the Supreme 
Court of that State in a number of cases, 
it would be interesting to learn just how 
many and what roads, if any, have ac- 
quired the same right in Missouri.

TOLERANCE FOR CRIME. 

Since the pardon of Banker Fish and 
the utter failure of the boodle prosecu- 
tions in New York, the New York papers 
should be deterred by the home record 
from charging that the South is the only 
section in which a sentiment that the gal- 
lows and the penitentiary are not for gen- 
tlemen prevents the conviction of men of 
means and influence. 

The spirit which involves men in per- 
sonal affrays is treated with more indul- 
gence at the South. and it is more difficult 
there than in the North to geta verdict of 
murder against a man who kills another 
inafight. But thieves, embezzlers and 
violators of a public trust have notori- 
ously a worse show fora fairtrial anda 
merciful judgment in the South than in 
the North. 

Here is the case of HARPER, the wrecker 
of the Fidelity Bank, convicted of a fel- 
onious embezzlement of depositors’ 
money in his speculations. He robbed 
them in his effort to robthe poor with a 
wheat corner. But because he is rich and 
from behind prison bars has for two years 
conducted a big iron business, long peti- 
tions signed by leading bankers and busi- 
ness men of Ohio are’ pouring in upon 
President Harrison for the pardon of 
HARPER, on the ground that he was tem- 
porarily insane when he committed his 
crime, thathe is penitent now, and that 
it is against public policy tokeep in prison 
aman of such commauding business tal- 
ents, whose release would quicken enter- 
prise and create new demands for labor! 

The local seutiment which finds expres- 
sion in such petitions is as fatal to public 
moraisand to the just enforcement of 
good laws as the laxity of Southern senti- 
ment on the subject of personal feuds and 
homicidal affrays.

Tne Warden, on Monday, forwarded 300 loaves 
to the miners at Braidwood, in that State, 
who are striking againsta reduction of wages 
below what is claimed to be the limit of sub- 
sistence. It wes just a year ago this month 
thata delegation of these bituminous coal 
miners visited Indianapolis to see Gen. Har- 
rison. They carried banners inscribed: ‘‘Give 
us Harrison and Protection,’’ ‘‘Protection and 
Pienty,’’ ‘‘Free Trade and Starvation.’’ The 
spokesman ofthe party, on being introduced 
to Gen. Harrison. said: 

„These men want such a policy as will en- 
rich us rather than that other policy which 
tends to the pauperism and destitution of our 
people. In short, thev want high wages, 
plenty of work and good bread and butter.“ 

Gen. Harrison in reply said: ‘‘Is it not clear 
that that policy which secures the largest 
amount of work to be done at home is the 
policy which will secure to laboring men 
steady employment and the best of wages?’’ 
What bavoc ashort year has wrought in this 
beautiful picture!

THE NORTHEAST CORNER OF FOURTH 


STREET AND WASHINGTON AVENUE SOLD. 


Purchased for Improvement by the Fourth 
National Bank—History of the Old Oak 
Hall Building, a Vanishing Landmark— 


Heavy Damages for Miss Gregory—The 
Kast End Improvement Association— 
Weekly Statistics. i 


It is stated by very good authority that the 
premises which has been known so many 
years as the Oak Hall Building at the north- 
east corner of Fourth street and Washington 
avenue, wherethe Fourth National Bank is 
located, has been purchased by that financial 
institution withaview to tearing away the 
old improvements and rearing upon the site a 
grand building which shall favorably com- 
pare with, if not excel the magnificent eight- 
story building in course of construction on 
the northwest corner of the two streets, for 
the Boatmen’s Savings Bank. 

It is said that negotiations for the purchase 
of the grounds were closed several weeks ago, 
and that no deed of transfer of the premises 
has been filed for record is of no special sig - 
nificance more than an indication

The party 8 this information 

says itis barely probable that deeds to the 
property have not been executed, but he is 
very confident thata binding contract has 
been entered into between representatives of 
the Brant estate, which own the premises,and 
the bank officials. Asthe bank’s occupancy 
exists under a lease having yet 
four years to run, it is evi- 
dent that there is no “necessity for 
speedy action in the premises on the part of 
the principals, but the transaction is never- 
theless of present Interest and importance to 
the city and Fourth street property owners in 
particular, as it insures another grand build- 
ing upon the old retail thoroughfare deserted 
under the spur of impuise not long since by so 
many prominent firms which are now doing 
business upon Broadway and on Olive street. 

Pertaining to the sale of the Oak Hall build- 
ing site, and as an evidence that it has really 
been consummated, itis well known in real 
estate circles that the Fourth National Bank 
people have been looking up a new location 
for a long time past, and itis now said that 
their purchase of the northeast corner of 
Fourth and Washington avenue explains 
why they stood silently by and allowed the 
auctioneer to knock down the 5744-foot south- 
west corner of Fourth and Locust for $80,150 to 
Daniel Catlin, property that is easily worth 
$2,000 a foot. 

HISTORY OF THE OAK HALL. 

The location of the Oak Hall building was 
the residence of Col. Joshua B. Brant, de- 
ceased, whose widow survives bim, and Thos. 
H. Benton, to whom he was related by mar- 
riage, was buried from that corner. The 
premises embrace a frontage of 139 feet on tho 
east line of Fourth, by a depth of 111 
on the north side of ashington 
avenue, extending through the block 
with a frontage of 125 feet on Third street, or 
what is commonly known as the bridge ap- 
proach. A better site in point of light and 
ventilation for a great building would be dim 
cult to find. 

At the death of Col. Brant his old residence 
was remodeled for business purposes and a 
long lease of the place made to Keiler & 
Isaacs, who established the Oak 
Hall Olothing Store, from which 
present bulldiag acquired its name. During 
the war, gbe Government 7 — a fabulous 
rental for the upper stories of the building for 
the manufacture of army weapons. And in 
April, 1868, when the property was most re- 
munerative, E. G. Obear sold Keiler & Isaacs’ 
lease of it for $80,000 cash to Edward 
Atkinson and others of the city of 
Boston. During the construction of 
the railway tunnel under Washington avenue 
to the Eads bridge the premises was budly 
damaged. The building became dangerous, 
occupants fled from it to save their lives and 
property and itcontinued to fall into disre- 
pute, Mr. Atkinson, however, recovered 
ubout $18,000 damages, but he was so discour- 
axed with the prospect that he sacrificed bis 
interest by selling the lease for a compara- 
tively nominal price te Mr. Obear. 

It was provided that the proceeds of this 

lease should go to Mrs. Brant during her life, 
and asstated theterm ofit is drawing to a 
close. Shortly after acquiring the lease Mr. 
Obear resold it. to Mesers. J. C. H. D. Block 
and John C. Nulsen of the Fourtu National 
Bank, who expended a good deal of money in 
improving the premises before they moved 
the bank into its present Quarters at the cor- 
ner. 
Mr. Catlin bought May 15 last, and, as stated 
in these columns heretofore, has since pur- 
chased the 57 feet adjoining on the south, 
paying therefor $70, 000. lang are now under 
way for an cight-story building to improve the 
site, and applications are being made for 
apartinents ig the proposed structure. 

One of the first applicants for space is 
C. M. Adams, local representative of the Stan- 
dard Oil Co., who has applied to Mr. Catlin 
for the space of one entire floor for the use of 
the Waters-Pierce Oli Co., a branch of the pa- 
rent institution whose special interests Mr. 
Adams looks after in this city. 

Following in the line of Fourth street in- 
terests,as an indication of the enhancing valve 
of that property, it is reliably stated that the 
manayers of the Allen and the Shepley estates 
have recently refused an offer of $2,500 a foot 
for the marble building fronting sixty feet at 
the northeast corner of Locust, premises 
which they would giadly have sold six months 
awo for $1,800 per front foot. As stated in yes- 
terday’s Post-DispaTCH the old Everett 
House site, between Olive and Locust, is to be 
rebuilt upon by the Gerard B. Allen estate at 
— expense of $100,000 for the Meacham Arms 
JO. 

EARNESTLY ADVOCATING IMPROVEMENTS. 

The East End Improvement Association, 
under its present enterprising administration, 
is doing earnest and valuable work for the 
general benefit of the city, as more fully ap- 
pears from the following petition, which was 
presented to the Council last night: 

Sr. Louis, July 12, 1889. 


To the Honorable Council of the City of St. Louis: 


The undersigned, members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the East End Improvement 
Association, which is composed of 160 mem- 
bers, representing the property and business 
interests of the entire east end of the oity, 
respectfully represent that the association is 
now actively at work on a general pian of im- 
proving that portion of the city by a depot and 
track facilities, and thatthey will soon havea 
comprehensive scheme to present, the aim of 
which will be to give the greatest possibie ad- 
Vantages to all the raliroads and to the man- 
ufacturing and mercantile interests, and at 
the same time inflict a minimum of injury to 
the property of that vicinity. Believing that 
the streets should not be surrendered for 
tracks except when absolutely necessary, we 
shall endeavor to present a plan, which shal! 
contemplate the use of alleysand private prop- 
erty whereever possible instead of using 

rincipal streets, and thereby causing 
ininense and unnecessary damage to prop- 
erty. In view of these facts we respectfully 
usk that all legislation affecting the district 
referred to be suspended for a few weeks, 
since it may prove that the granting of rights 
of way on the streets now may not only not 
assist, but may really seriously interfere with 
the plans whieh the property owners and 
business men of that vicinity may desire to 
support. 

Furthermore, we most respectfully submit 
that since action on the C., „ R. R. 8 
bill has been deferred in ordet to await the 
action of the Kast End Association, it would 
manifestly be unfairto permit other legisia- 
tion to take precedence of the franchise de- 
sired bY that road, as through tbeir instru- 
mentality the East End has been revived. 

In justice to all, therefore, we eurnestly re- 
guest that all legislation be for the present 
suspended, and in doing this we wish to say 
that we earnestly desire that all railroads 
shall have ample facilities end that we recog- 
nize the fact that the improvement of this 
part of the city depends on their obtaining 
these facilities, but we feel that deliberation 
and the utmost care are necessury in greeting 
these privileges.

TRIAL OF SIMON f. ANDERSON, 


The Colored Preacher Takes the Stand in 
His Own Defense 10-Day. 


The preliminary hearing of Rev. Simon P. 
Anderson, for forgery, was continued in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning, 
the defense commencing the introduetion of 
its testimony. The prosecution, in the hands 
of Attorneys Harvey and Fisse, rested 


late on Thursday evening. Anderson is de- 
fended by Attorneys Jounston and Lodge,and 
hopes to clear his skirts of the charge by ac- 
knowledging the authorsnip of the fraudulent 
signatures, and insisting that such proceed- 
ings were in accordance with a business un- 
derstanding. The defendant was this 
morning piaced on the stand. He admitted 
having sig ned the name of Mr. J. W. ‘ 
Stokes to seven fraudulent checks on the 
Boutmen’s Bank and receiving on said checks 
a sum aggregating over $1,200. When inter- 
rogated as to his motives in so signing he 
stated that a verbal agreement had 
been entered between himself and Mr. 
Stokes, whereby each should sign 
name ofthe other and affix the seal of the 
church to all official papers in case either 
should find it more convenient to take such 
action than to hunttheother. This Mr.Stokes 
most emphaticaily denied. The money 80 
drawn the defendant stated that had in- 
vested in real estate, loaning Mr. 
Stokes $300 on bie personal bond. 
Some damaging questions were put to the 
witness on cross examination and the ex-pastor 
became Dadly ‘‘muddjed’’ as to dates and 
conversatlons. His trip to California be called 
a little wandering' and iasisted that he 
took the $200 from the chureh safe 
simply in case of an emergency. 
During the progress of the trial it 
ia becuming more and more evident that the 
Boatmen’s Bank is deeply interested in the 
defense. While that institution may not be 
contributing in a pecuniary sense to the 
astor’s aid,the officers are very zealous in the 
ntroduction of testimony. The course is now 
apparent. On the stand Cashier Thomson ad- 
mitted to-day that in case the action 
against Mr. Anderson was beaten or the cause 
withdrawn a suit for $1,200 now pending 
against the bank in the civil courts would be 
dropped by the church. At noon the case was 
continued until Tuesday afternoon. ° 


THE STRAW-BOARD TRUST. 


Paper Box Manufacturers Claim That the 
Pool Ig Weakening. 


NEW YORK, July 18.—The Herald says: It is 
reported among tue paper box manufacturers 
that the ‘‘straw- board trust,’’ one of the most 
powerful manufacturing combinations ever 
established, has given up the fight, and that 
it is only a question ofa few days when the 
pool will be broken. This rumor is partly 
confirmed by the declinein the past week of 


$12 to $13 per ton in the price ot straw- boards, 
which enter so largely into the manufacture 
of paper boxes. 

About five years ago the ownergsof all the 
strawboard milis in the country organized a 
pool to control the price, and so successful 
were their operations that $30 a ton was asked 
for the manufactured article. This exorbitant 
figure was resisted by the paper box manu- 
fucturers, but all the conferences looking toa 
compromise came to nothing, and thé f mana 
gers of straw.board organized astill closer 
coinbination last spring. The programme 
included the closing of all the small mills in 
the country, and when this arrangement 
went into effect on April 1, the price was 
further advanced until it reached $45 a ton dur- 
ing the first week of the present month. Sev- 
oral meetings of the paper box manufacturers 
were held at which it was resolved to with- 
hold purchases. They were supported in 
their position by the dull trade and large sur- 
plus stock in the warehouses. It was not long 
before a large mill owner in New York State 
offered to wake a concession and the rumored 
cut at once communicated to the other mem- 
bers of the trust. A general shading of prices 
took place and straw-boards were offered in 
every direction at $43 per ton. It was even 
reported yesterday that as low as $32 per ton 
would be accepted. The paper box manu- 
facturers believe they have gained the day and 
that the straw-board trust will soon be a 
thing of the past.

„Was Mr. Sherman’s return the result of 


some action on the part of those interested in 
the elevators?’’

Sherman as manager ordered the shipment of 
grain from the elevaters to the order ot Sher- 
man Bros. & Co., and the latter concern did 
not deposit the warehouse receipts with Mr. 
Sherman aS manager, the matter was easy 
enough to accomplish. Weare now trying to 
find out if this has been done. It 
is supposed that Sherman Bros. & Co. have 
got two prices for wheat taken from the 
elevators on the order of 8. F. Sherman. In 
other words, they have obtained advances 
from certain banks upon the warehouse 
receipts which should have been deposited 
withthe elevator manager, and they have 
also sold the wheat which the warehouse re- 
ceipts were supposed to represent.

OVER SIX MILLIONS REFUSED. 


The Offer Made to Ligget & Meyers From 
the Proposed Tobacco Trust. 


From the present indications the proposed 
tobacco trust, which the Lorillard interest 
has been festering and endeavoring to per- 
fect, will have to be abandoned. It was 
learned to-day that on the occasion of the last 
visit of Mr. Lorillard a direct offer of $6,300,000 
was made for the Liggett & Meyers property, 
and refused, $8,000,000 being named asthe 
lowest price at which negotiations would be 
considered. This broke matters off very sud- 


denly, 80 far as can be learned, 
and nothing more has been done 
since that looking toward taking them 
up again. Thetrust could not be complete 
without Liggett & Meyers, and as it is under- 
stood they will not go into the trust and under 
the management of the Eastern parties. If 
they dispose of their property it must be by 
direct sale, so they can retire from business 
of any character. The factory has, so far this 
year, run nearly $8,000,000 abead of last year 
in trade, and this increase has streng' hened 
the proprietors against selling out unless they 
get their price. There is a possibility, how- 
ever, that negotiations have been resumed in 
the East,as Mr. Jobn E. Liggett is absent from 
the city and may be there. He is said, how- 
ever, to be in the Sandwich Islands looking 
after the company’s extensive sugar interests.

Our Delegates to Philadelphia Carry the 
Day Against All Kivals—Fully 10,000 
Members Will Attend the Convention 
Which Will be Held in Music Hall Farly 
in July—The Elegant Invitation. 


T. LOUI has had another 
honor conferred upon 
her, this time by the 
Christian Endeavor So. 
cleties of America and 
Canada. The delegates 
who left the Union 
Depot on last Monday 
morning over the 0. 4 
M. railroad to attend the 
National Convention of 
the Young People’s Society of Christain En- 
deayor at Philadeiphia, were loaded down 
with documents to be presented to the 
Trustees of the United Society on behalf of the 
city of St. Louis. It is needless to say that 
after presenting the beautiful invitation, 
which was carefully prepared by the societies 
of this city, and informing the trustees of the 
accommodations our Music Hall afforded 
for such a meeting, there were u 
doubts of St. Louis capturing the prize, 
The St. Louis delegation arrived at Philadel- 
phia on Tuesday afternoon, Mr. F.H. Bunnell 
having charge ot the train. They bad a giori- 
ous time en route and landed in the Quaker 
city with colors flylag and enthusiastic over 
the prospects of getting the national conven- 
tion for this city in 1890. After landing at the 
Grand Central Depot they marched to their 
hotel after which they formed in line and 
marched in double order to the Armory where 
the convention was in progress. They were 
cheered to the echo as they passed around the 
hall, dy hundreds of people, old, young and 
middle-aged, some wearing white badges 
some red, some green and some blue; cheered 
by hundreds of rosy-cheeked maidens, some 
from way down east, some from way down in 
Dixey, some from the peninsula of F!orids 
and some from untamed Arizona and faro 
Nebraska, each with a look of expectancy 5 
her face and a pencil and note- book in he 
hand. 
SUCH A GATHERING 
was never seen in thatcity. Every State and 
Territory in the Union and Canada was repre- 
sented in the great throng that overflowed the 
largest building in Philadelphia. The con- 
vention convened at4o’clock Tuesday after- 
noon, Rev. 8. W. Adriance of Boston calling 
it to order, after which the hall rang with the 
meiodious coronation, ‘‘All Hall the Power of 
Jesus’ Name. Rev. Dr. Francis B. Clark, 
who visited this city last May, was unani- 
mously elected Chairman of the convention. 
William 8. Burns of St. Louis was placed on 
the Committee on Credentiais, together with 
Mr. F. W. Webber, Philadeiphia; August 


Healy, Brooklyn, and ©. J. Frye of New York. 
After benediction was pronounced a grand 
social guthering was heid at the Missourl 
delegation’s headquarters at the Stratford 
Hotel. At the business meeting of the con- 
vention on Thursday, reports from every 
State and Territory were read and the place 
for holding the next national convention was 
discussed. Mr. A. H. Fredericks of this city, 
in an eloquent speach, stated that there were 
177 organizations in Missouri and five junior 
societies, embracing a total membership of 
6,587. There had been an increase of sixty 
per cent in the membership during the past

Negroes in Georgia.

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 13.—Liberty County is 
greatly excited over the proceedings of a man 
calling himself Dupont Bell, who claims to be 
the new Messiah. He hails from Circleville, 
O. He is tall and sallow, with long black hair. 
He bas succeeded in working the negroes of 
that section up to such a peint that the white 

people are afraid of serious trouble, 

„This man Bell,“ Senator Bradwell said 
to-day, appeared suddenly In Liberty County 


six weeks ago. He proclaimed himself to be 
the son of God and the negroes at once went 
mad over him. They deserted their flelds to 
foliow him and listen to his rantings, and 
now things are so bad that it is 
impossible to get hands on the 
plantation near Riceborough, and some of 
the crops are being ruined. The negroes 
knelt before him and struggled with each 
other for the privilege of kissing his feet. He 
has told them that the ＋ erg day will be 
here August 16. He says that the white peo- 
ple have enjoyed this paradise on earth for 
the laat eighteen centuries, and now it will be 
the black man's turn. On the eagerly looked 
for 16th every white man will be turned biack, 
and every lack man will become white. 
This prospect cannot be cheering to Bell, 
whose skin is white. He says his body was 
born thirty years ago in Ohio, but his 
soul has lived: since the wortd began. 
On the 28th of June he was arrested on a 
charge of vagrancy, but it was impossibie to 
hold him on suchacharge ashe had a quan- 
tity of money in his possession. I think a 
good application of the whip would be the 
best thing for him, but the negroes far out- 
number the whites and there would be a fear- 
ful and bloody riot if anything were done to 
him. His schemes for N money are va- 
ried and peculiar. His last effort of his genius 
was to declare that he had sent to his august 
Father for a consignment of wings which the 
negroes will need on and after the 16th of Au- 
gust. There was a corner on wings when his 
requisition reached heaven, and the Almighty 
was only able to send him 360 pairs. 
These he claimed would be delivered on the 
judgment day, and In the meantime he would 
sell them at $5 apair. Every pair bas been 
bought and paid for and now the lucky ones 
are practicing the flying motions. He thinks 
his Father may be able to send him a few more 
pairs before the great day. 

**There is a scheme on foot to get Bell away 
from his followers, arrest him quietly and 
have him sent on the fast train to Savannah to 
be locked up. That is, as far as I can see, the 
only way to getridofthe man. He may cause 
serious troubie any day.’’

He came from _Ohicago four 
months ago, and has been preaching to 
growing congregations. He was sensational 
in his way of putting gospel tratbs and many 
were drawn to bis services out of curiosity. 
Last Sunday he was particularly severe, say- 
ing that immorality had captured the town. 
He stated in all seriousness that he had been 
told a woman of honor did not live in 
Le Claire. At the end of the service the 
young preacher was surrounded by his con- 
regation, who made violent protests at such 
anguage. The next day he was waited on by 
thirty young ladies and public retraction de- 
manded. Mr. Drew offered to take back his 
Words privately and apologize to his caliers, 
but they. would have none of it. The next 
step was the calling of a mass-meeting, which 
was held last night in the largest hall in the 
town. More than 400 indignant women and 
men met. They invited the minister to at 
tend, but a report from Port Byron says that 
he left the State and went to Lilinois, fearin 
3 injury. The meeting was organize 
y calling a Justice of the Peace, R. A. Ed- 
wards, one of the oldest citizens, to the chair, 
and the selection of Miss Belle Hortonas Sec- 
retary. Some ve plain words of denuncia- 
tion were indulged in. Later a committee of 
two men and three women, all married, was 
appointed to prepare a report. After delibera- 
tion the reportwas submitted. It expresses 
indignation at the statement made trom the 
pulpit and asserts coufidence in the character 
of the young iadies of the place. It demands 
of the trustees of the church the immediate 
discharge of the Rev. Drew and avows public 
contempt, for the outrageous insult to the 
eommunity. Al) Presbyterian churches are 
warned not to have anything to do with the 
Rev. Mr. Drew. To-day the excitement at Le 
Claire is unabated. Lawyers have been con- 
sulted with the view of instithting suits for 
slander. Mutterings of tar and feathers are 
often heard and some of the young ladies de- 
clare they will not let the matter drop untila 
public retraction is made coupied with an 
apology and a promise not to re-enter the 
pulpit again.

Remarkable Manner in Which 
They Are Breaking 
Records.

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Father Time Knocked Out Daily 
by These Lightning 


Workers.

They 
do everything there 
with a rush. No place 
compares with it for 
speed. They are par- 
ticularly fast in tim- 
ing races. The Chi- 
cago timers have no 
equals in the world. 
ZF They invaribiy time a 
horse a second or two 
faster on the track 
there than on any 
other race course in 
the land. Under the 
lightning work of a 
Chicago timer the 
ö most worthless plug 
can beat the records of 
the greatest racers of 
the century. A Chicago timer can take an 
ordinary street car horse and make him lower 
all of Ten Broeck’s records. The skill of these 
gentlemen in timing is simply marvelous. 
There appears to be something in the atmos- 
phere of Chicago that produces fast timers of 
race horses. As the thoroughbred thrives and 
flourishes on the blue grass of Kentucky, so 
does the timer of arace horse improve and 
gather speed fromthe fumes of the Chicago 
River. Other cities have tried for years to 
producq' timers equal to those of 
Chicago, but each successive season 
finds the timers of other places 
dropping farther and farther behind their 
Windy City rivals. In vain have people tried 
to discover the peculiarity of breeding by 
which 
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THE CHICAGO TIMER 
is made so much faster than those of other 
cities. Some have a theory that the flag is 
dropped late at Chicago, others that the 
watch is stopped early, but the majority of 
the people think the Chicago timer owes his 
speed tothe fact that he has a short track on 
which to do his work, and this theory seems 
the most plausible.

Unless there be some improvement in the 
breeding and work of timers elsewhere this 
result is inevitable. The work of the Chicago 
timers since the present meeting opened at 
Washington Park has been simply marvelous 
andjhas attracted the attention of the 
entire racing world. They have made a lot of 
old selling platers run Withim a second ora 
haif second of the record every day. Second 
and third-rate horses have been displaying 
such phenomenal speed at the track that peo- 
ple no longer pay auy attention to the horses 
themselves, but are anxiously watching the 
work of the timers. Whenever a record is 
broken they murmur, ‘‘Oh, that was at Chi- 
cago. The credit is not due to the horse, but 
to the timer.’’ Only a couple of days since 
the meeting opened have horses failed to 
lower or equal the record, or come withina 
fraction of a second oi doing so, and some 
days there were several such remarkable per- 
formances. Thedays when the 

RECORDS WERE PERMITTED TO STAND 
by the Chicago timers the track was knee- 
deep in mud, but even then creditable per- 
formances were recorded. People refuse to 
believe that the Chicago timers have not some 
especial advantage over their brethren in 
other cities. If the starter is not dropping 
the flag late or the timers § stop- 
ping their watches too soon the conclusion is 
irresistable that the track is short, for such an 
array of fast performances as have been made 
on the Washington Park track is utterly im- 
possible without some such aid. The natural 
result will be that all Chicago records will be 
looked upon with suspicion hereafter. Such 
timing is a great injury to racing as it renders 
all records valueless. It is easy to drop a flag 
a trific late or stop a watch a trifle early, but 
it is extremely difficult to prove either prac- 
tice. The Chicago system certainly 
should be deprecated, as it eradicates 
all distinction in the quality of horses 
and consequently rénders less positive any 
criterion in breeding. A detailed list of the 
remarkable performances made at Washing- 
ton Park during the present meeting gives an 
idea of the phenomenal skill of the Chicago 
timer, and shows conclusively how little 
credit is due to the horses. 

LIST OF REMARKABLE PERFORMANCES: 

On Tuesday, June 25, Daisy T. with 114 
pounds up ran five-eightbs of a mile in 
1. 01K. This Was within but 1 sec- 
onds of the best authenticated record, 1:00, 
mude by Kitty Pease, an aged horse at Dallas, 
Tex., and only one-fourth of a second slower 
than the best record made at the distance by 
a 2-year old, 1:01, aecomplished by Prin- 
cess Bowling at Louisvile, September 25, 1888. 

The very next day Ei Rio Rey, who is certain- 
ly a wonderful colt, ran five and a half furiongs 
in record time, 1:08.

That the records should be approximated, 
equaied and surpaseed in the manner above 
shown and by the class of horses that are at 
Chicago is too ridiculous to need any com- 
ment. That such timing is injurious to the 
sport of racing is certain, and the Turf Con- 
gress would do well therefore to give the Chi- 
cago timing consideration.
